“One engine was trailing flame 
and smiAe. Th en over a wooded 
area, th e righ t wing fell off." 
Th e airliner crash ed on th e edge 
of th is sprawling Army post 
It was th e second time with in 
10 month s th e pilotr-Capt. Hugh 
Barron, Tulsa, Okla.—h ad tried for 
an emergency landing. Last Nov. 
9 h e was credited with saving toe 
lives of 40 passengers on anoth er 
crippled plane. 
Most of th e bodies in Th urs­ 
day ’s crash were burned too badly 
lor quick identification. 
Th e twin-engine Convair, with 27 
passengers and th ree crewmen, 


was only h alf a mile from th e 
post’s Fomey Airport wh en it lost 
its righ t wing and plummeted into 
a h eavily timbered gully . Houi:s 
later toe wreckage was still smoul­ 
dering. 
Numerous ey ewitnesses at Lieb- 
er Heigh ts, wh ere some 6,000 peo­ 
ple live, saw toe plane streak over­ 
h ead in sunny weath er at an al­ 
titude estimated variously at from 
200 to 500 feet. 
Pvt. Beverly Streeter, a Wac 
from Asbury Park, N. J., said sh e 
saw th e plane over toe h ousing 
area seconds before toe crash . 
“Flames were pouring from th e 


engine, and th e wh ole underside 
of th e sh ip seemed swept by fire,’’ 
sh e said. “It was terribly low but 
it was h eaded for toe airport and 
we th ciigh t it migh t make it. 
“Th m th ere was a series of muf­ 
fled e.iplosions. Sparks fell from 
toe plane and it disappeared be­ 
h ind th e woods.” 
Earlier, smoke was seen pour­ 
ing from one of th e engines at 
Lebanon, Mo., 30 miles away . 
Several oth er ey ewitnesses re­ 
ported seeing th e righ t wing break 
from toe plane. Th e wing was 
found on a h ill a quarter of a 
mile from th e main wreckage. 
Th e dead kicluded eigh t women, 
two ch ildren and a Cath olic priest, 
toe Rev. George L. Krock, 47, 
Mary knoU, N. Y. 
In h is successful landing last 
Nov. 9, Barron was piloting a Con­ 
vair wh en th e landing g e a r 
jammed over Ch icago’s Midway 
Airport. For an h our h e circled 
th e airport try ing to get h is wh eel’s 
down. Th en h e came in for an 
emergency landing at th e Glen­ 
view Naval Air Station north of 
Ch icago. None of toe 40 passen­ 
gers was injured.

David Lawrence of Pittsburgh and 
th e leaders of toe “big four” labor 
unions were dumped into th e leg­ 
islative wastebasket last nigh t at 
8:43 after h ours of bitter debate. 
Leading toe way to toe bill’s 
slaugh ter were Sen. Tay lor a n d 
Majority Leader Rowland B. Ma- 
h any of Titusville. Mah any termed 
th e bill both unconstitutional and 
unfair. 
He cited case after case of court 
decisions, wh ich , th e majority lead­ 
er h eld, would be applied to make 
unconstitutional th e classification 
sy stem of th e governor’s tax biU.

President Optimistic 
Talks With Russians

WASHINGTON UR — President 
Eisenh ower plans to confront Rus­ 
sia soon with a new set of pro­ 
posals for a disarmament inspec­ 
tion sy stem. 
Soviet Premier Bulganin rejected 
Th ursday Eisenh ower’s offer to 
trade military blueprints with th e 
Soviet Union and to allow aerial 
sy rvey s, but toe President said h e 
doesn’t imderstand th at toe Pre­ 
mier closed toe door on negotiation 
to end th e arms race. 
He aiH>eared at a news confer­ 
ence Th ursday to be at least mod­ 
erately optimistic th at disarma­ 
ment negotiations with Russia will 
eventually 
lead 
to 
agreements 
“fair . . . to both sides.” 
He spoke more sternly , h owever, 
wh en ox Red Ch ina and possible 
U. S. recognition of th at country . 
He made clear h e is not interested 
now in any future summit meeting 
on Far Eastern problems, and h e 
said of recognition: 
“Sevpral tones I h ave stated th at 
as long as Red Ch ina is branded 
as an aggressor by th e United Na­ 
tions, wh ich it stil! is, due to toe 
fact th at its armies are in North 
Korea, we h ave no ch oice of our 
own (about recognition), and I 
don’t see h ow th e United Nations 
h as a ch oice of its own. 
“Th ere are oth er outstanding 
complaints wh ich I h ave outlined 
time and again, and I h ave no idea 
th at under ex isting circumstances 
th ere would be a ch ange . . . in 
our policy .” 
On toe question of disarmament, 
Eisenh ower said h e proposed to 
Bulganin at Geneva th at both a 
Western proposal for compreh en­ 
sive inspection in all disarming 
countries and th e Russian proposi­ 
tion for ch eck points be adopted. 
He said th e Soviet plan “was all 
righ t with us” as part of a pack­ 
age, but th at Bulganin did not ac­ 
cept h is suggestion. 
Bulganin, in an address to th e 
Supreme Soviet praised Eisenh ow­ 
er’s intent as a contribution to 
peace. But h e said th e effect of 
th is plan woul'* not be “considera­ 
ble,” and th at Russia’s proposals 
were more “re. listic.” 
Th e ke y Russian disarmament 
proposal put forth last May calls 
for an inspection sy stem based on 
observation at transportation ch eck 
points like railway centers and air­ 
ports so as to detect preparations 
for aggression. 
Red s Will Co ntinue 
To Stud y Ik e^s Pla n 
MOSCOW (JV-Premier Bulganin 
said today h is government will con­ 
tinue to study President Eisenh ow­ 
er’s proposal for an ex ch ange of 
military information and mutual 
aerial inspection. 
Bulganin told th e Supreme So­ 
viet th at Soviet Russia naturally 
prefers its own disarmament pro­ 
posal but neverth eless will not re­ 
fuse to consider oth er sincere 
plans. 
In th is connection h e said Ei­ 
senh ower’s proposal still is under 
consideration. 'Th e Soviet Union is 
try ing to find way s to get th e po­ 
sitions of th e two sides closer to­ 
geth er and find agreement, toe 
Premier asserted.

A pilot kept his crippled Ameri­ 
can Airlines plane aloft for more 
than 30 miles in a desperate bid 
for a safe landing Thursday but 
crashed just short of his goal A

Leonard Wood. “The plane came 
in very low over a housing area, 
then banked steeply and headed 
for the post airport.

Then over a wooded 
area, the right wing fell off.’* 
The airliner crashed on the edge 
of this sprawling Army post 
It was the second time within 
IO months the pilot—Capt. Hugh 
Barron, Tulsa, Okla.—had tried for 
an emergency landing.

George M. Leader, M a y o r 
David Lawrence of Pittsburgh and 
tha leaders of the “big four’’ labor 
unions were dumped into the leg­ 
islative wastebasket last night at 
S:43 after hours of bitter debate. 
Leading the way to the 
bill’s 
slaughter were Sen. Taylor a n d 
Majority Leader Rowland B. Ma- 
hany of Titusville. Mahany termed 
the bill both unconstitutional and 
unfair. 
He cited case after case of court 
decisions, which, the majority lead­ 
er held, would be applied to make 
unconstitutional the classification 
system of the governor’s tax bill. 
“Should this tax measure be 
found to be unconstitutional, as I 
am convinced it would be, t h i s 
Senate in passing it would be in 
the position of compounding t h e 
state’s financial problem,” Mahany 
said. 
Minority leader Dent interpreted 
the same court cases in such light 
as to demonstrate that the tax bill 
was constitutional and went on to 
produce statistics which showed 
that the classified

would fall less heavily on t h e 
wage earner than would a three 
per cent sales tax.

Bulganin told the Supreme So­ 
viet that Soviet Russia naturally 
prefers its own disarmament pro­ 
posal but nevertheless will not re­ 
fuse to consider other sincere 
plans. 
In this connection he said Ei­ 
senhower’s proposal still is under 
consideration. The Soviet Union is 
trying to find ways to get the po­ 
sitions of the two sides closer to­ 
gether and find agreement, the 
Prem ier asserted. 


Idaho Firm Plans Hell’s Canyon Dams 
Democrats Rap FPC Okay 
Of Private Power Project 


WASHINGTON un — Democratic 
senators assailed bitterly today 
the Federal Power Commission’s 
action in approving a privately fi­ 
nanced hydroelectric project in the 
Hell’s Canyon area. 
The Democrats indicated they in­ 
tend to make a national issue, if 
possible, of the commission’s grant 
to the Idaho Power Co. of author­ 
ity to build three power dams. 
These would flood the site of a 
proposed 
federal 
Hell’s 
Canyon 
dam on the Snake River border 
between Idaho and Oregon. 
Public power advocates 
have 
been 
trying 
unsuccessfully 
for 
years to have Congress authorize 
a single, high-level dam in the 
canyon as a federal project. They 
have contended the private devel­ 
opment would not make full use of 
the potential. 


Sen. Kerr 
(D-Okla) 
predicted 
that by the time the Democratic- 
controlled Congress gets through 
with it the commission’s order 
“will be corroding in the same 
graveyard where the Dixon-Yates 
contract reposes.” 
Sen. Magnusen (D-Wash) called 
it “a complete sell-out of God- 
given resources to the private pow­ 
er lobby.” 
Sen. Humphrey (D-Minn), said 
in a separate interview the FPC 
action 
announced Thursday 
“is 
just another example of the fact 
that, this administration waits un­ 
til Congress is away to uncork its 
special interests packages.” 
FPC Chairman Jerome K. Kuy­ 
kendall denied that the announce­ 
ment was purposely withheld until 
Congress adjourned. He said it was 
processed “in regular shape.” 


, In its unanimous decision to give 
Idaho Power a 50-year license to 
build the Brownlee, Oxbow and 
Low Hell’s Canyon dam?, the com­ 
mission said its order “will pre­ 
clude a federally constructed sin­ 
gle high dam ” at the site. 
The commission said it had con­ 
cluded that if financing, construc­ 
tion and operation of the differing 
proposals were carried on by the 
same entity “the ratio of power 
benefits to power costs of the three 
dam plan is greater than that for 
the one-dam plan . . .” 
Officials of the National Hell’s 
Canyon Assn., which opposed the 
company applications before the 
FPC, have indicated they will take 
the decision to the courts. A for­ 
mal decision will be made at a 
board meeting in Portland, Ore.,

$9,000 Blaze 
Levels House 
In Rural Area 


Home Near Palestine 
Swept By Flames; 
Barn Threatened 


EAST PALESTINE — An o ld 
frame house on the Charles Adams 
fruit farm on the Unity-Millrock 
Rd. five miles southwest of here 
burned to the ground Thursday aft­ 
ernoon when fire broke out in an 
unoccupied apartment in the build­ 
ing, but a barn about 125 feet away 
was saved.

Lessen Heat 
By Saturday 


Thermometer Climbs 
Just 3 Degrees Under 
Record For County 


• 
Gripped in one of its worst and 
longest heat waves — which sent 
the mercury to IOO Thursday aft­ 
ernoon — the East Liverpool dis­ 
trict looked forward today to slight, 
ly milder temperatures Saturday, 
accompanied by occasional show­ 
ers. 
Yesterday’s temperature broke 
records, but it was only 3 degrees 
under Columbiana County’s all-time 
high of 103, which hung on for two 
days in 1918 — Aug. 6 and 7. 
L. H. Copeland, veteran U. S. 
weather observer at Millport, said 
the 64-year records of his station 
show at least six readings of IOO or 
more. 
The thermometer has hit 101 
three times — in 1936, 1953 and 
1954. 
But history is no consolation to a 
sweltering populace that has been 
reeling under readings in the 90’s 
since mid-July. 
There will be little letup in the 
heat wave today. The Ohio fore­ 
caster called for continued hot and 
humid * weather today and tonight. 
There is a possibility of scattered 
showers fins afternoon or tonight, 
her said. 
The high today will range from 
92 to 96 and the low tonight will be 
70 to 75, he said. 
But there’s a little consolation 
in the forecast for Saturday. 
Without setting a definite figure, 
the weatherman sa id • it will be 
“not as warm, with occasional 
showers.” 
Dam 8, near Newell, recorded 
the 100-degree reading at 4 p. rn. 
yesterday. 
The mercury started its rqpid 
climb early in the day. By noon, 
it hit 94 and at I p. rn. it was up 
to 95. 
Dam 8 recorded a 96 at 2 and 3, 
then the thermometer jumped 4 
degrees to hit the IOO mark. It 
fell off to 99 af 5, went down to 
96 at 6 and declined to 97 at 7. 
Then there was a sharp drop to 
85 at 8. The mercury went to 80 
at 9, easing down to 77 at Mid­ 
night. 
Some of the scorched northern 
areas of the Midwest got a little 
cooling but another day cf hot and 
humid weather was the outlook to­ 
day for most of the nation. 
The season’s longest heat wave 
held a tight grip on areas from 
the central and southern p l a i n s 
eastward to the Atlantic states. The 
hot weather continued across the 
southern tier of states. 
The cooler air which moved into 
the Northern Plains pushed south­ 
eastward and the forward edge ex­ 
tended from eastern Lake Superior 
southwestward 
to 
northwestern 
Iowa. It was expected to contin­ 
ue to move southeastward to the 
southern shores of Lake H u r o n , 
southwestward 
through 
extreme 
northern Illinois and southern parts 
of Iowa by tonight. 
Temperatures in the cooler areas 
were expected to be mostly in the 
80s. But readings in the 90 . IOO 
degree range, which have prevailed 
for more than a week in many 
areas, again were forecast for to­ 
day.

Dr. Kuhlman warned that con­ 
tinued good food service depends 
on the public, too. 
“It is impossible for us to keep 
hourly or daily checks on food ser­ 
vice operations,” he said. “T h e 
public must demand clean utensils, 
wholesome food, proper food hand­ 
ling and a clean, neat waitress or 
waiter.”

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Until The W dl Runs Dry 
In many communities, hot - weather uses of 
water now are restricted to conserve the avail­ 
ab le supply. In some of them, the supply is at 
the disappearing point 
In most communities, work either is in prog­ 
ress or b eing contemplated to increase the avail­ 
ab le suM>ly, in view of the enormous per cap­ 
ita increases in the use of water. Corresponding 
increases have taken place in the industrial use 
of water. 
Ihe water prob lem is not how to deal with an 
over-all shortage b ut how to distrub ute the sup­ 
ply that exists in all sources. Fears of water 
shortage, except in a few parts of the United 
States, are not founded on a lack of sources b ut 
on failure to exploit the known sources fully. 
The degree of exploitation has not kept pace, 
generally, with the accelerating rate of use. It 
is an educated guess that the daily draw on the 
supply this year ipay exceed 200 b illion gal­ 
lons, compared with the Geological Survey's re­ 
port of only 170 b illion gallons a day in 1950. 
Ab out half the daily water use is for irrigation. 
Measures to comb at water shortages must 
take into consideration ^ e peculiarity of this 
Indispensab le commodity — that it cannot b e 
saved b y not using it. It can only b e made to 
last longer and serve more needs. The national 
suK>ly, in the opinion of those who have studied 
it, is theoretically adequate for the needs of at 
least another century, if it is distrib uted equit­ 
ab ly. 
One of the principal inequalities is the tre­ 
mendous use of water for irrigation; some of 
this water could b e used to greater advantage 
for other purposes. It is not good long - range 
policy, in other words, to divert enormous quan­ 
tities of water to agricultural purposes in areas 
unsuitab le for farming. 
% 
Water policy, as President Eisenhower noted 
in his b udget message last January, needs the 
b enefit of coordinated information and planning. 
Water has b een handled on a catch-as-catch-can 
b asis, with each community doing what seemed 
expedient and feasib le — and "never missing 
the water until the well ran dry.” 


Realistic Reasons 
^ It is possib le to agree without quib b ling when 
premier Bulganin says President Eisenhower's 
proposal to exchange military b lueprints and 
permit mutual inspection 
military b ases is 
"unrealistic.*’ 
But if It win not open any rifts in the har­ 
monious lute that everyb ody is listening to since 
Geneva, these could b e the reasons—and they 
could b e utterly realistic; 
1. Skilled propagandists in the Kremlin have 
b een taking full advantage of the American b ad 
hab it of b elieving every other military power 
is armed to the teeth and ready to fight at 
the drop of a hat. 
2. If the Soviet Union ever had to get down 
to b rass tacks on its armament, the United 
States and the rest of the world might learn 
that its military potential Is not measurab ly 
greater now in relation to its responsib ility than 
it was in 1940, when it needed massive aid 
from ab road to survive Hitler's onslaught, 
3. Nothing could b e more realistically "un­ 
realistic” from the Kremlin's viewpoint than 
to surrender the psychological advantage of its 
10-year campaign to b uild a legend of unstop­ 
pab le power. 
In 1940, Americans underestimated Russian 
strength and were deeply impressed when the 
Russians rallied to their own defense and threw 
b ack the German invasion, with Allied aid. 
In 1955, Americans have rushed to file other 
extreme. Somewhere b etween one and the other 
lies the truth. The men in the Kremlin can b e 
counted on to keep it a secret, for realistic 
reasons. 


Shortage Of Psychiatrists 


Ohio's new mental health program, now get­ 
ting under way, relies heavily on the availab ility 
of psychiatrists. Unless the state can ob tain the 
services of these specially trained doctors, its 
aim of dealing with mental illness in the early 
stages and thereb y lightening the load b orne b y 
state mental hospitals may go astray. 
The state is in competition with private prac­ 
tice for the services of these doctors. Psychi­ 
atrists are in chronically short supply, b ecause 
of the growing recognition of the service they 
can perform. 
Those who are availab le have a choice of 
private practice in communities where they are 
needed, or of associating themselves with pub ­ 
lic agencies in need of their services. Unfor­ 
tunately, pub lic agencies usually cannot pay 
enough to attract and hold the doctors they 
need. 
Yet, Ohio's new mental health program is 
starting under the assumption that enough psy­ 
chiatrists will b e availab le to man the profes­ 
sional posts in the program. 
Eventually, there may b e enoujfii to go 
around. But in view of the fact it may take as 
long as 12 years to train a psychiatrist, from 
the b eginning of his college preparation to the 
end of his intemeship, Ohio shouldn’t count them 
b efore they materialize.

So 
was most of the world, at the 
time of the conferences. 
It is not surprising that the 
citizens of the United States who 
lived in Hollywood, Bel Air, Bev­ 
erly Hills, Santa Monica and simi­ 
lar places in California should have 
b een as interested in conferences 
as the citizens of Oslo, Warsaw, 
Bonn, and the Bronx. 


SOME OF THE Hollywood folk 
may have sons whom they want 
to continue to live and therefore 
they like peace. J. Myer Schine, 
for instance, knows how tough it 
can b e to have a son plucked 
out of his work to swat flies in 
worse places. 
My point is that people are peo­ 
ple, whatever their occupations. 
The story is that the "film ty­ 
coons’* have invested millions of 
dollars in motion pictures delight­ 
fully called flickers, in which the 
villains are Communists and that 
if love and good-will prevailed, 
as a result of the Geneva Con­ 
ference, these films would b e out­ 
dated *and Holl 3rwood "film ty­ 
coons” would lose all their money. 


THUS FAR, few important mo­ 
tion pictures have appeared 
in 
which the veritab le villain is a 
Communist The b est of such pic- 
, tures, "My Son John,” which was 
b ased on the story of Alger Hiss, 
got killed off b y a series of epi­ 
sodes which somehow one never 
expects in real life. Few anti-Com- 
munist pictures have made any 
b ig money — nothing like pictures 
make which emphasize sex. 
The motion picture industry does 
find it difficult to portray villains 


b ecause of the pressures of foreign 
coimtries and minority groups in 
the United States. 
The only stereotyped 
v i l l a i n 
against whom there is never a pro­ 
test is an American citizen who 
has b een successful in his b usi­ 
ness, i>ossib ly a b anker, tall, hand­ 
some, well-dressed, living a moral 
family Ufe, going to church and 
investing his money productively. 
Such a man b elongs to no minority 
group and therefore has no or­ 
ganized defenders. 


ON THE OTHER HAND, a Com­ 
munist villain, particularly o n e 
who has spied on his country b ut 
has hidden b ehind the good and 
b road shield of the Fifth Amend­ 
ment, will evoke the anger of those 
who b elieve in b ut do not always 
practice civil lib erties and who re­ 
gard what they call democracy as 
more important than patriotism, 
moral responsib ility and the Na­ 
tural Law of God. 
It is difficult to b elieve that 
even those who make motion pic­ 
tures for a living would make a 
villain out of a Communist b e­ 
cause it is a fashion and then paint 
the Devil as a saint b ecause the 
trend has changed. 
There are some in this b usiness, 
as in any other, who are lacking 
in character and to whom the dol­ 
lar and a mammoth swimming 
pool have come to b e symb ols _of 
imiwrtance. On the whole, how­ 
ever, the management of t h e 
large companies in the 
m o t i o n 
picture industry is in the hands of 
responsib le men with an under­ 
standing of American prob lems. 
No one would question the b ona 
fides of Walt Disney, to mention 
a name.

The so-called "achievements’* in 
the b oastful pub licity announce­ 
ments naturally stress the f a c t 
that the Democratic party went 
along with the President on foreign 
policy — as if to b e patriotic and 
non-partisan on foreign policy is 
a matter for laudation. 
In an international crisis close to 
war the two major parties, have 
always worked together, and the 
nation has hitherto not b elieved 
medals should b e b estowed b e­ 
cause of such manifestations of 
traditional patriotism. 
It is on the domestic side that the 
"cold war” b etween the President 
and the Democratic majority has 
b een carried on. There has b een 
some friction b etween the Presi­ 
dent and a few memb ers of his 
party b ut, if the American people 
had given a working majority to 
the President’s party in 1954, the 
handful of dissenting Repub licans 
could not have b een influential. 


SECTIONAL ISSUES and local 
considerations always cause some 
defections in a majority party b ut 
in many instances the Democratic 
party in Congress voted almost soj- 
idly against the administration on 
key issues. 
Perhaps the most disgraceful 
item in the record of the Congress 
just closed was the handling of sal­ 
aries for government employes. 
Memb ers of Congress and mem­ 
b ers of the judiciary deserved the 
increases they got. But the Con­ 
gress forgot the men who risk 
their lives for America. They for­ 
got the commanding officers who 
have tremendous responsib ilities, 
including the handling of b illions 
of dollars of government property. 
One news dispatch in particular 
is worth quoting. It reads as fol­ 
lows: 
"The House of Representatives 
was passing out increases late in­ 
to the night, including raises for 
H o u s e Parliamentarian 
Lewis 
Deschler from $16,400 to $20,500 
and for Assistant Parliamentarian 
Wmiam T. Roy, firom $13,670 to 
$16,500. 
‘"rhe Senate was caught off 
guard and didn’t have time to 
match the raise for its parliamen­ 
tarian, Charles Warkins. Sen. Mar­ 
garet Chase Smith said it was 
‘disgraceful’ for Watkins to receive 
less than his House counterpart. 
Sen. Morse promised to do some­ 
thing ab out it when Congress meets 
next January.” 


BUT EVERYBODY in Congress 
evidently forgot that men who 
command the highest and most im­ 
portant posts in the Army, Navy 
and Air Force get less salary to­ 
day than the assistant parliamen­ 
tarian. Gen. Gruenther, who com­ 
mands all of the NATO forces over­ 
seas, and Gen. I.« May, who com- 
m a i^ (HIT Strategic Air Force, i 


each receives around $15,(KX) per 
year as four-star generals. 
The admirals with responsib ility 
for the touch-and-go situation in 
and around Formosa and the com­ 
manders of our overseas posts b oth 
in the Army and the Air Force 
don’t get the salary that the as­ 
sistant parliamentarian of th e 
House now is to b e paid. 
*rhis is the type of negligence 
which is inexcusab le in a Con­ 
gress which voted every memb er 
an increase up to $22,500 and jus­ 
tices of the Supreme Court up to 
$35,000 a year. 
Undoub tedly they deserved the 
increases, b ut one would think that 
memb ers of the Congress which 
has just gone home would have 
thought ab out the salaries to the 
generals and admirals who are re­ 
sponsib le for the defense of Amer­ 
ica and who may at any moment 
b e required to direct the men who 
risk their lives in comb at 
•• 
THE RECORD of legislation that 
failed of passage is the most con­ 
spicuous proof of what discord can 
do in the Congress. Highway legis­ 


lation is needed b adly if American 
transportation is to b e efficient 
and adequate. 
Bills to promote the health of the 
nation and to improve social secur­ 
ity were killed. Also federal aid to 
school construction was withheld. 
The 
important 
amendments 
needed to improve the Taft - Hart­ 
ley Act on lab or - management re­ 
lations were ab andoned. A pro­ 
gram to help stab ilize the farm 
economy, with particular reference 
to low-income groups, was not 
passed, though proposed b y the ad­ 
ministration. 
Wherever the Democrats could 
emb arrass the President, they tried 
to do so. 'They went along on for­ 
eign poUcy largely b ecause 
t he y 
feared greater political injury if 
they didn’t. 
As for 1956, divided government 
will b e an issue. The last session 
furnishes enough evidence of how 
to stalemate national progress on 
the domestic front b y giving con­ 
trol of b oth houses to a party that 
is not in sympathy with the ex­ 
ecutive.

An associate professor of edu<?a- 
tion at New Ywk University, Dr. 
H. F. Kilander, outlined a survey 
not long ago which showed that 
few 
Americans 
know 
enough 
ab out their health "to act wisely 
for their own personal needs.” 
The study indicated that only half 
of us know enough ab out nutrition 
to b e ab le to select a b alanced 
meal! 
Dr. D .'E . Yochem, medical di­ 
rector of the Farm Bureau Life 
Insurance Co., recentiy reported: 
"Medical science has come a long 
way from the time when sick peo­ 
ple were thought to b e possessed 
of the devil. But according to a 
survey, a lot of people still b e­ 
lieve in the old myths.” 
To help correct some of these 
old fab les of medicine. Dr. Ho- 
chem points out: "Raw meat does 
ab solutely nothing for a b lack 
eye; fish .is not a ‘b rain food’; 
water is not fattening b ecause it 
has no calories, and as far as is 
known, no contagious disease can 
b e inherited.” 
Do you figure you’ll give your 
b lood pressure a b reak b y laying 
off red meat for a while? Non-' 
sense, says the doctor, meat con­ 
sumption has nothing to do with 
the pressure in ^)ur b lood vessels. 
Aqd he also eiq}lodes the idea 
that you may get sick from eat­ 
ing fish and drinking milk at the 
same meal. Dr. Yochem further 
staWs, "A prospective mother will 
not make her child more musical 
b y listening to good music” and 
that "A mother who is frightened 
b y something during preganancy 
needn’t worry that her child wiH 
b e disfigured b y i t ” 
A survey taken among Chicago 
physicians 
revealed 
that 
their 
patients had all sorts of crazy, 
mixed-up ideas ab out their health. 
One such miconception, reported 
b y Dr. John Switzer, is that an 
infected 
appendix 
may 
result 
from swallowing fruit seeds. 
The doctor pointed out that 
practically ‘ everyone 
swallows 


such seeds at some time and that 
appendicitis is caused b y germs. 
Some 
anxious 
adults 
b elieve 
that when a child grinds his teeth 
while sleeping, it indicates he has 
intestinal parasites or "worms.” 
But Dr. Hugh Mackenchnie de­ 
clared that children who are per­ 
fectly healthy sometimes grind 
their teeth while asleep. 
The survey found one pojHilar 
mistake to b e that a sharp pain 
in the upper left chest indicates 
heart disease. 
Dr. 
Paul Silver 
pointed out that this type of pain 
also may b e caused b y neuralgia, 
rheumatism, pleurisy or muscular 
spasms. The pain of heart di­ 
sease is not sharp and stab b ing, 
he added, b ut "a dull, deep-seated 
crushing pressure” in the middle 
of the chest and perhaps radiating 
upward and into the left arm. 
A clean tooth never decays, 
some people claim. But Dr. E. A. 
Archer told the medical survey 
there is a lot more involved in 
tooth decay than whether its sur­ 
face is b right and shiny. He said 
that many regularly polished teeth 
b ecome Infected while unb rushed 
ones remain healthy. 
According to another perennial 
myth, your normal b lood pressure 
is. 100 plus your age. However, 
Dr. Sidney Strauss declared that 
"normal” pressure varies with in­ 
dividuals and may b e anywhere 
from 100 to 160. He said that not 
only may b lood pressure vary 
from person to person, b ut may 
even fluctuate in the same person 
at different times. 
So the next time you diagnose 
your own aches and decide they’re 
fatal, the next time you reach 
into the medicine 
cab inet for 
some favorite cure-all nostrum, 
rememb er these findings. 
Only 
the doctor can separate fact from 
fiction and do what’s really b est 
for you. 
You can’t possib ly match your 
knowledge of healtii with his, so 
why try? He prob ab ly couldn’t 
make a living the way you do, 
either!

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Until The Well Runs Dry 
In many communities, hot - weather uses of 
water now are restricted to conserve the avail­ 
able supply. In some of them, the supply is at 
the disappearing point. 
In most communities, work either is in prog­ 
ress or being contemplated to increase the avail­ 
able supply, in view of the enormous per cap­ 
ita increases in the use of water. Corresponding 
increases have taken place in the industrial use 
of water. 
th e water problem is not how to deal with an 
over-all shortage but how to distrubute the sup­ 
ply that exists in all sources. Fears of water 
shortage, except in a few parts of the United 
States, are not founded on a lack of sources but 
on failure to exploit the known sources fully. 
The degree of exploitation has not kept pace, 
generally, with the accelerating rate of use. It 
is an educated guess that the dally draw on the 
supply this year may exceed 200 billion gal­ 
lons, compared with the Geological Survey’s re­ 
port of only 170 billion gallons a day in 1950. 
About half the daily water use is for irrigation. 
Measures to combat water shortages must 
take into consideration ^he peculiarity of this 
indispensable commodity — that it cannot be 
saved by not using IL It can only be made to 
last longer and serve more needs. The national 
supply, in the opinion of those who have studied 
it, is theoretically adequate for the needs of at 
least another century, if it is distributed equit­ 
ably. 
One of the principal inequalities is the tre­ 
mendous use of water for irrigation; some of 
this water could be used to greater advantage 
for other purposes. It is not good long - range 
policy, In other words, to divert enormous quan­ 
tities of water to agricultural purposes in areas 
unsuitable for farming. 
% 
Water policy, as President Eisenhower noted 
in his budget message last January, needs the 
benefit of coordinated information and planning. 
Water has been handled on a catch-as-catch-can 
basis, with each community doing what seemed 
expedient and feasible — and “never missing 
the water until the well ran dry.*' 


Realistic Reasons 
' It is possible to agree without quibbling when 
premier Bulganin says President Eisenhower's 
proposal to exchange military blueprints and 
permit mutual inspection of military bases is 
“unrealistic.*' 
But if it will not open any rifts in the har­ 
monious lute that everybody is listening to since 
Geneva, these could be the reasons—and they 
could be utterly realistic: 
L SkUled propagandists in the Kremlin have 
been taking fun advantage of the American bad 
habit of believing every other military power 
is armed to the teeth and ready to fight at 
the drop of a hat 
2. If the Soviet Union ever had to get down 
to brass tacks on its armament the United 
States and the rest of the world might learn 
that its military potential is not measurably 
greater now in relation to its responsibility than 
it was in 1940, when it needed massive aid 
from abroad to survive Hitler's onslaught 
3. Nothing could be more realistically “un­ 
realistic" from the Kremlin’s viewpoint than 
to surrender the psychological advantage of its 
10-year campaign to build a legend of unstop­ 
pable power. 
In 1940, Americans underestimated Russian 
strength and were deeply impressed when the 
Russians rallied to their own defense and threw 
back the German invasion, with Allied aid. 
In 1955, Americans have rushed to the other 
extreme. Somewhere between one and the other 
lies the truth. The men in the Kremlin can be 
counted on to keep it a secret, for realistic 
reasons. 


Shortage Of Psychiatrists 
Ohio’s new mental health program, now get­ 
ting under way, relies heavily on the availability 
of psychiatrists. Unless the state can obtain the 
services of these specially trained doctors, its 
•im of dealing with mental illness in the early 
stages and thereby lightening the load borne by 
state mental hospitals may go astray. 
Hie state is in competition with private prac­ 
tice tor the services of these doctors. Psychi­ 
atrists are in chronically short supply, because 
of the growing recognition of die service they 
can perform. 
Those who are available have a choice of 
private practice in communities where they are 
needed, or of associating themselves with pub­ 
lic agencies in need of their services. Unfor­ 
tunately, public agencies usually cannot pay 
enough to attract and bold the doctors they 
need. 
Yet, Ohio's new mental health program is 
starting under the assumption that enough psy­ 
chiatrists will be available to man the profes­ 
sional posts in the program. 
E ventual, there may be enough to go 
around. But in view of the fact it may take as 
long as 12 years to train a psychiatrist, from 
the beginning of his coUege preparation to the 
end of his interneship, Ohio shouldn’t count them 
before they materialize.

I see that those who are sup­ 
posed to know and understand the 
personalities in our society known 
as “film tycoons," feel that the 
era of g o o d ­ 
will m a y do 
them no good. 
Personally, 
I 
have n e v e r 
m e t a “film 
t y c o o n " al­ 
though I have 
a greater o r 
l e s s e r a c- 
q u a i n t ance 
with such men 
George Sokolsky a s Louis B. 
Mayer, Spyros 
Skouras, 
Harry 
Cohn and perhaps half a hundred 
more or less of the men who have 
been successful in management of 
the motion picture industry. B u t 
what a “film tycoon" is, I do not 
know. 
According to my colleague Doro­ 
thy Kilgallen, these persons were 
paying great 
attention 
to 
the 
“Summit Talks" at Geneva. So 
was most of the world, at the 
time of the conferences. 
It is not surprising that the 
citizens of the United States who 
lived in Hollywood, Bel Air, Bev­ 
erly Hills, Santa Monica and simi­ 
lar places in California should have 
been as interested in conferences 
as the citizens of Oslo, Warsaw, 
Bonn, and the Bronx. 


SOME OF THE Hollywood folk 
may have sons whom they want 
to continue to live and therefore 
they like peace. J. Myer Schine, 
for instance, knows how tough it 
can be to have a son plucked 
out of his work to swat flies in 
worse places. 
My point is that people are peo­ 
ple, whatever their occupations. 
The story is that the “film ty­ 
coons" have invested millions of 
dollars in motion pictures delight­ 
fully called flickers, in which the 
villains are Communists and that 
if love and good-will prevailed, 
as a result of the Geneva Con­ 
ference, these films would be out­ 
dated ‘and Hollywood “film ty­ 
coons" would lose all their money. 


THUS FAR, few important mo­ 
tion pictures have appeared 
in 
which the veritable villain is a 
Communist The best of such pic­ 
tures. “My Son John," which was 
based on the story of Alger Hiss, 
got killed off by a series of epi­ 
sodes which somehow one never 
expects in real life. Few anti-Com- 
munist pictures have made any 
big money — nothing like pictures 
make which emphasize sex. 
The motion picture industry does 
find it difficult to portray villains 


because of the pressures of foreign 
countries and minority groups in 
the United States. 
The only stereotyped v i l l a i n 
against whom there is never a pro­ 
test is an American citizen who 
has been successful in his busi­ 
ness, possibly a banker, tall, hand­ 
some, well-dressed, living a moral 
family life, going to church and 
investing his money productively. 
Such a man belongs to no minority 
group and therefore has no or­ 
ganized defenders. 


ON THE OTHER HAND, a Com­ 
munist villain, particularly o n e 
who has spied on his country but 
has hidden behind the good and 
broad shield of the Fifth Amend­ 
ment, will evoke the anger of those 
who believe in but do not always 
practice civil liberties and who re­ 
gard what they call democracy as 
more important than patriotism, 
moral responsibility and the Na­ 
tural Law of God. 
It is difficult to believe that 
even those who make motion pic­ 
tures for a living would make a 
villain out of a Communist be­ 
cause it is a fashion and then paint 
the Devil as a saint because the 
trend has changed. 
There are some in this business, 
as in any other, who are lacking 
in character and to whom the dol­ 
lar and a mammoth swimming 
pool have come to be symbols .of 
importance. On the whole, how­ 
ever, the management of th e 
large companies in the m o t i o n 
picture industry is in the hands of 
responsible men with an under­ 
standing of American problems.

I don’t know what the Russians 
told us at the Summit. But if they 
promised vo call off the cold war, 
they haven’t yet informed their 
agents here. 
These Soviet agents are making 
life miserable tor our military peo­ 
ple who are trying to get on 
with the new Japanese government 
One gesture we made was the 
decision to consolidate some 40 
airfields into five. To do this we 
must extend the 6,000-foot runways 
of the five fields into 9,000-foot 
strips. But Communists working 
through labor and peasant groups 
have been making this almost im­ 
possible. 


THE COMMIES, agitating from 
behind, have led groups in sit- 
down strikes and laydown demon­ 
strations at the fields and have 
driven off our surveyors. 
Just as they have worked back 
home, the left-wingers have or­ 
ganized special front committees 
like "The Anti-B a s e Expansion 
Struggle Committee," and th e 
“Kujukuri Beach Policy Committee 
on Military Bases." 
Similar g r o u p s have strung 
barbed wire across the fields to 
stop us — and have demanded that 
we bring in no B-47 bombers.

THE COMMIES behind t h e s e 
moves come up with the most in­ 
genious front outfits — which I 
thought the Summit would abolish 
as a gesture of good will. 
I’ve run into the “World Peace 
Lovers Association" and something 
called “The Mothers," which now 
holds international conventions — 
and they’re just obsessed with 
one thing. They simply don’t want 
us to have any bases in Japan or 
to bring in bombers which can 
match the new Soviet air fleets. 
They also don’t like our shoot­ 
ing practice, during which we lob 
shells into Mount Fuji. The left­ 
wingers' say this is a sacred moun­ 
tain. What they don’t say is that 
the world-famed s n o w covered 
peak — and beautiful it is — was 
given our military as a target by 


none other than the Japanese gov­ 
ernment. 
The Commies also oppose our 
practice parachute jumps — say­ 
ing these disturb the sick and 
pregnant women. 


MOST OF THE anti-U.S. propa­ 
ganda flows from the Commie-dom­ 
inated J a p a n e s e federation of 
labor, called the Sohyo. It has 3*4 
million members and many of its 
leaders hove spent much time eat­ 
ing and drinking well in Sovietized 
China. 
Once' again we have an ex­ 
ample of the Soviets’ realization 
of the power of foreign labor fed­ 
erations, which the American peo­ 
ple just don’t understand. Con­ 
trol labor abroad and you control 
many a f o r e i g n government. 
Have it with you and the nation is 
with you, too. 
Dominated by Russian and Com­ 
munist Chinese undercover agents, 
this Sohyo blasts us regularly.

“The U.S. Army has been shoot­ 
ing cannon into Mount Fuji.

THE SITDOWN tactics and the 
demonstrations of the people, led 
by the local farmers and the 
Yamanashi Federation of Unions, 
represents the will of the whole na­ 
tion.

The Sohyo has also set up a 
“Sohyo (Military) Base Problem 
Council," which is a terrific anti- 
U.S. weapon. It has subdivided the 
Japanese island into ll sectors — 
and each has its own anti-American 
labor propaganda group. There is 
a hundred-man anti-U.S. propa­ 
ganda unit here in Tokyo alone. 
I have before me a document 
which says that Sohyo will dis­ 
patch “demonstration corps" to 
“the American military positions 
where firing practice is being en­ 
gaged to s t a g e sit-downs in 
waves.” 


THE LEAD FOR these tactics 
come daily from the Peiping radio 
and Peiping’s “Jen Min Jin Pao 
(People’s Daily) which is distrib­ 
uted here. 
Slowly these tactics are turning 
many young Japanese against us. 
If the situation grows more tense, 
it is not inconceivable these local 
demonstrations 
may 
force our 
men to defend themselves with 
guns.

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Congress Leaves Behind A Sorry Record

David Lawrence gress at a time 
when a Republican administration 
had been elected for a four-year 
term to control the executive 
branch of the government 
The so-called “achievements" in 
the boastful publicity announce­ 
ments naturally stress the f a c t 
that the Democratic party went 
along with the President on foreign 
policy — as if to be patriotic and 
non-partisan on foreign policy is 
a matter for laudation. 
In an international crisis close to 
war the two major parties, have 
always worked together, and the 
nation has hitherto not believed 
medals should be bestowed be­ 
cause of such manifestations of 
traditional patriotism. 
It is cm the domestic side that the 
“cold war" between the President 
and the Democratic majority has 
been carried on. There has been 
some friction between the Presi­ 
dent and a few members of his 
party but, if the American people 
had given a working majority to 
the President's party in 1954, the 
handful of dissenting Republicans 
could not have been influential. 


SECTIONAL ISSUES and local 
considerations always cause some 
defections in a majority party but 
in many instances the Democratic 
party in Congress voted almost sol­ 
idly against the administration on 
key issues. 
Perhaps the most disgraceful 
item in the record of the Congress 
just closed was the handling of sal­ 
aries for government employes. 
Members of Congress and mem­ 
bers of the judiciary deserved the 
increases they got. But the Con­ 
gress forgot the men who risk 
their lives for America. They for­ 
got the commanding officers who 
have tremendous responsibilities, 
including the handling of billions 
of dollars of government property. 
One news dispatch in particular 
is worth quoting. It reads as fol­ 
lows: 
“The House of Representatives 
was passing out increases late in­ 
to the night, including raises for 
H o u s e Parliamentarian 
Lewis 
Deschler from $16,400 to $20,500 
and for Assistant Parliamentarian 
William T. Roy, from $13,670 to 
$16,500. 
“The Senate was caught off 
guard and didn’t have time to 
match the raise for its parliamen­ 
tarian, Charles Warkins. Sen. Mar­ 
garet Chase Smith said it was 
'disgraceful’ tor Watkins to receive 
less than his House counterpart 
Sen. Morse promised to do some­ 
thing about it when Congress meets 
next January." 


RUT EVERYBODY in Congress 
evidently forgot that men who 
command the highest and most im­ 
portant posts in the Army, Navy 
and Air Force get less salary to­ 
day than the assistant parliamen­ 
tarian. Gen. Gruenther, who com­ 
mands all of the NATO forces over­ 
seas, and Gen. LeMay, who com­ 
mands our Strategic Air Force, 


each receives around $15,000 per 
year as four-star generals. 
The admirals with responsibility 
for the touch-and-go situation in 
and around Formosa and the com­ 
manders of our overseas posts both 
in the Army and the Air Force 
don’t get the salary that the as­ 
sistant parliamentarian of th e 
House now is to be paid. 
This is the type of negligence 
which is inexcusable in a Con­ 
gress which voted every member 
an increase up to $22,500 and jus­ 
tices of the Supreme Court up to 
$35,000 a year. 
Undoubtedly they deserved the 
increases, but one would think that 
members of the Congress which 
has just gone home would have 
thought about the salaries to the 
generals and admirals who are re­ 
sponsible for the defense of Amer­ 
ica and who may at any moment 
be required to direct the men who 
risk their lives in combat 


THE RECORD of legislation that 
failed of passage is the most con­ 
spicuous proof of what discord can 
do in the Congress. Highway legis­ 


lation is needed badly if American 
transportation is to be efficient 
and adequate. 
Bills to promote the health of the 
nation and to improve social secur­ 
ity were killed. Also federal aid to 
school construction was withheld. 
The 
important 
amendments 
needed to improve the Taft - Hart­ 
ley Act on labor - management re­ 
lations were abandoned. A pro­ 
gram to help stabilize the farm 
economy, with particular reference 
to low-income groups, was not 
passed, though proposed by the ad­ 
ministration. 
Wherever the Democrats could 
embarrass the President, they tried 
to do so. They went along on for­ 
eign policy largely because t h e y 
feared greater political injury if 
they didn’t. 
As for 1956, divided government 
will be an issue. The last session 
furnishes enough evidence of how 
to stalemate national progress on 
the domestic front by giving con­ 
trol of both houses to a party that 
is not in sympathy with the ex­ 
ecutive.

Medical Myths Persist

So you think you know what 
ails you? 
There’s growing evidence that 
despite this being an age of 
miracle drugs and surgical wond­ 
ers, John* Citizen is as ignorant 
about his health as any cave 
man. 
An associate professor of educa­ 
tion at New York University, Dr. 
H. F. Inlander, outlined a survey 
not long ago which showed that 
few 
Americans 
know 
enough 
about their health “to act wisely 
tor their own personal needs.” 
The study indicated that only half 
of us know enough about nutrition 
to be able to select a balanced 
meal! 
Dr. D.*E. Yochem, medical di­ 
rector of the Farm Bureau Life 
Insurance Co., recently reported; 
“Medical science has come a long 
way from the time when sick peo­ 
ple were thought to be possessed 
of the devil. But according to a 
survey, a lot of people still be­ 
lieve in the old myths." 
To help correct some of these 
old fables of medicine, Dr. Ho- 
chem points out: “Raw meat does 
absolutely nothing for a black 
eye; fish .is not a ’brain food’; 
water is not fattening because it 
has no calories, and as far as is 
known, no contagious disease can 
be inherited." 
Do you figure you’ll give your 
blood pressure a break by laying 
off red meat tor a while? Non­ 
sense, says the doctor, meat con­ 
sumption has nothing to do with 
the pressure in your blood vessels. 
Aqd he also explodes the idea 
that you may get sick from eat­ 
ing fish and drinking milk at the 
same meal. Dr. Yochem further 
stages, “A prospective mother will 
not make her child more musical 
by listening to good music" and 
that “A mother who is frightened 
by something during preganancy 
needn’t worry that her child will 
be disfigured by it" 
A survey taken among Chicago 
physicians 
revealed 
that 
their 
patients had all sorts of crazy, 
mixed-up ideas about their health. 
One such miconception, reported 
by Dr. John Switzer, is that an 
infected 
appendix 
may 
result 
from swallowing fruit seeds. 
The doctor pointed out that 
practically * everyone 
swallows 


such seeds at some time and that 
appendicitis is caused by germs. 
Some 
anxious 
adults 
believe 
that when a child grinds his teeth 
while sleeping, it indicates he has 
intestinal parasites or “worms." 
But Dr. Hugh Mackenchnie de­ 
clared that children who are per­ 
fectly healthy sometimes grind 
their teeth while asleep. 
The survey found one popular 
mistake to be that a sharp pain 
in the upper left chest indicates 
heart disease. Dr. Paul Silver 
pointed out that this type of pain 
also may be caused by neuralgia, 
rheumatism, pleurisy or muscular 
spasms. The pain of heart di­ 
sease is not sharp and stabbing, 
he added, but “a dull, deep-seated 
crushing pressure" in the middle 
of the chest and perhaps radiating 
upward and into the left arm. 
A clean tooth never decays, 
some people claim. But Dr. E. A. 
Archer told the medical survey 
there is a lot more involved in 
tooth decay than whether its sur­ 
face is bright and shiny. He said 
that many regularly polished teeth 
become infected while unbrushed 
ones remain healthy. 
According to another perennial 
myth, your normal blood pressure 
is IOO phis your age. However, 
Dr. Sidney Strauss declared that 
“normal" pressure varies with in­ 
dividuals and may be anywhere 
from IOO to 160. He said that not 
only may blood pressure vary 
from person to person, but may 
even fluctuate in the same person 
at different times. 
So the next time you diagnose 
your own aches and decide they’re 
fatal, the next time you reach 
into the medicine 
cabinet for 
some favorite cure-all nostrum, 
remember these findings. Only 
the doctor can separate fact from 
fiction and do what’s really best 
for you. 
You can’t possibly match your 
knowledge of health with his, so 
why try? He probably couldn’t 
make a living the way you do, 
either!

W ill W ork Only W ith 
5 Under Guild Pac! 


HOLLYWOOD OS — Hie actors, 
singers and announcers who work 
on television’s entertainment films 
went on strike early today. 
Officials of the Screen Actors 
Guild said its members will not 
work on any filmed shows except 
those of five producers who have 
signed new contracts with the 
guild. 
Basic dispute is whether actors 
will get paid when films are re­ 
run the second time. 
Under the old contracts between 
the guild and the Alliance of Tele­ 
vision Film Producers and the 
Association of Motion Picture Pro­ 
ducers, actors got residual pay­ 
ments for the third to sixth show­ 
ing of films. 
The actors* group said that the 
new contract signed by five of the 
producers provided actors with 
minimums increased from $70 to 
$82 for day players and from $250 
to $287.50 for weekly free-lance 
players. 
In addition, it provided for pay­ 
ment of 75 per cent of the mini­ 
mum salary for the second run of 
a television film, 50 per cent for 
the third and fourth runs com­ 
bined, 25 per cent for the fifth 
run and one final payment of 25 
per cent covering the sixth and 
all subsequent runs. 
Most producers say that they ex­ 
pect to feel few effects of the 
strike immediately.

Iro n Cu rUd n Between Vo ters An d Ca n d id a tes 


In 1859 the most famous series of 
American political debates to o k 
place between Abraham Lincoln 
and Stefrfien Douglas, Republican 
and Democratic candidates for the 
Senate from Illinois. Only some 75,- 
000 people saw and heard these 
distinguished debates. 
In 1956, 
television couM mak e it possible 
for some 115,000,000 people simul­ 
taneously to see and hear the presi­ 
dential candidates debate. Radio 
could add another 25,000,000 people 
to the audience. 
But a modern-day electronic ver­ 
sion of the Lincoln-Douglas de­ 
bates which would bring the lead­ 
ing presidential candidates face to 
face on the television screen for 
the whole nation to see and hear is 
for all practical purposes made 
impossible by Section 315 of the 
Federal Communications Act. 
This section provides that while 
broadcasting stations need not pro­ 
vide any air time to political can­ 
didates, if a station does provide 
time for any candidate, it must 
provide equivalent time to every 
other candidate for the same of­ 
fice. 


FAIR AS THAT MAT SEEM, 
die provision drops an iron cur­ 
tain between voters and candi­ 
dates. This is so because, for the 
broadcaster, there is no such thing 
as a two-party sy stem. 
In 1952, 
there 
were eighteen 
parties with presidential candidates 
who qualified in one or more 
states. As a result of this multi­ 
plicity of parties. Section 315 effec­ 
tively precludes giving any free 
time to the Democratic and Re­ 
publican presidential candidates, 
whether for debates or any other 
purpose. 
For if a station gives free time 
to the Republican and Democratic 
candidates, it would be obliged, un­ 
der pain of losing its license, to 
provide the same amount of time to 
each presidential 
candidate 
of 
each of the other 16 parties. 
Section 315 not only prevents an 
electronic version of toe Lincoln- 
Douglas debates, it also tends to 
dilute broadcasters* efforts most 
effectively to cover significant cam­ 
paign events. It k eeps broadcast­ 
ers from inviting candidates to pan­ 
el and interview ty pe programs 
such as “Face toe NaUon’* and 
“Meet toe Press’* — excellent op­ 
portunities for sharpening political 
issues and introducing candidates 
firsthand to the citizens. 


IN SHORT, the effect of Section 
815 is to stifle, rather than encour­ 
age, political discussion on radio 
and television during campaigns. 
It denies broadcasters their roles 
as members of toe free press. 
One can well imagine that toe 
gr e a t metropolitan newspapers 
would hesitate to print 
m a j o r 
speeches of major candidates or 
excerpts from press conferences, if 
by doing so the newspapers were 
thus obligated to print the speeches 
ind comments of every minor can­ 
didate for toe same office. 
For toese reasons, CBS has pro­ 
posed that Congress modify Sec­ 
tion 315. In order that broadcast­ 
ers may better fulfill their func­ 
tion as electronic journalists in 
bringing facts, faces and informa­ 
tion to the public during political 
campaigns, we have suggested that 
Section 315 be amended so as to 
e X è m p t news, news interview, 
news documentary , panel discus- 


sion, debate or similar ty pes of 
programs. 
The law would remain the same 
for regular campaign speeches or 
appearances which are under the 
control of toe candidate so that if 
the station provided free time for 
such appearances, it would have 
to prîlvide time for similar ap­ 
pearances by all opponents. 
But under the CBS proposal, 
where the broadcasting coverage 
is part of a staticMi’s news func­ 
tion and is un*’er toe production 
control of the station, we urge 
that stations and network s be given 
full discretion as long as all signi­ 
ficant viewpoints are presented. 


IF CONGRESS AMENDS Section 
315 as we pr<^x>se, CBS would pro­ 
vide free time for the major presi­ 
dential candidates to debate the 
•main issues. One way this might 
be done would be to have a group 
of the country ’s leading newsmen, 
during the closing week s of the 
campaign, designate the half dozen 
or so chief issues as they have de­ 
veloped. 
In special “live” programs, CBS 
would invite the 
candidates 
to 
toese issues from wherever they 
may be. 
If the law is amended to mak e 
programs such as these possible, 
toe public will benefit because tele­ 
vision and radio, which have such 
tremendous circulation and impact, 
will be able to fulfill their roles 
in bringing the major candidates 
directly to the public. 
We believe that this would pro­ 
vide an enormous safeguard to our 
democracy ; we share the basic be­ 
lief of our founding fathers that 
the citizen’s opportunity to k now 
and to judge for himself at first 
hand will result in the best possible 
decisions in the polling booths. 
By mak ing it possible, through 
major candidates to face each 
other and at the same tone to 
face the American citizen directly 
in his own home, we will have 
tok en a l« ig step forward in 
strengthening* our 
d e m o c r a t i c 
processes.

Club Thursday at the Travelers Ho­ 
tel. 
Chandler explained that toe sur­ 
vey was made to “see what can 
be d o n e

Iron Curtain Between Votert And Candidate* 


In 1859 the most famous series of 
American political debates took 
place between Abraham Lincoln 
and Stephen Douglas, Republican 
pod Democratic candidates for the 
Senate from Illinois. Only some 75,- 
000 people saw and heard these 
distinguished 
debates. 
In 
1956, 
television could make it possible 
for some 115,000,000 people simul­ 
taneously to see and hear the presi­ 
dential candidates debate. Radio 
could add another 25,000,000 people 
to the audience. 
But a modern-day electronic ver­ 
sion of the Lincoln-Douglas de­ 
bates which would bring tile lead­ 
ing presidential candidates face to 
face on the television screen for 
the whole nation to see and hear is 
for all practical purposes made 
impossible by Section 315 of the 
Federal Communications Act. 
This section provides that while 
broadcasting stations need not pro­ 
vide any air time to political can­ 
didates, if a station does provide 
time for any candidate, it must 
provide equivalent time to every 
other candidate for the same of­ 
fice. 


FAIR AS THAT MAT SEEM, 
the provision drops an iron cur­ 
tain between voters and cand! 
dates. This is so because, for the 
broadcaster, there is no such thing 
as a two-party system. 
In 1952, 
there 
were eighteen 
parties with presidential candidates 
who qualified in one 
or 
more 
states. As a result of this multi­ 
plicity of parties, Section 315 effec­ 
tively precludes giving any free 
time to the Democratic and Re­ 
publican presidential candidates, 
whether for debates or any other 
purpose. 
For if a station gives free time 
to the Republican and Democratic 
candidates, it would be obliged, un­ 
der pain of losing its license, to 
provide the same amount of time to 
each presidential 
candidate 
of 
each of the other 16 parties. 
Section 315 not only prevents an 
electronic version of the Lincoln- 
Douglas debates, it also tends to 
dilute broadcasters* efforts most 
effectively to cover significant cam­ 
paign events. It keeps broadcast­ 
ers from inviting candidates to pan­ 
el and interview type programs 
such as “Face the Nation** and 
“Meet the Press** — excellent op­ 
portunities for sharpening political 
issues and introducing candidates 
firsthand to the citizens. 


sion, debate or similar types of 
programs. 
The law would remain the same 
for regular campaign speeches or 
appearances which are under the 
control of the candidate so that if 
the station provided free time for 
such appearances, it would have 
to provide time for similar ap­ 
pearances by all opponents. 
But under the CBS proposal, 
where the broadcasting coverage 
is part of a station's news func­ 
tion and is linger the production 
control of the station, we urge 
that stations and networks be given 
full discretion as long as all signi­ 
ficant viewpoints are presented. 


IF CONGRESS AMENDS Section 
315 as we propose, CBS would pro­ 
vide free time for the major presi­ 
dential candidates to debate the 
main issues. One way this might 
be done would be to have a group 
of the country’s leading newsmen, 
during the closing weeks of the 
campaign, designate the half dozen 
or so chief issues as they have de­ 
veloped. 
In special “live** programs, CBS 
would invite the 
candidates 
to 
these issues from wherever they 
may be. 
If the law is amended to make 
programs such as these possible, 
the public will benefit because tele­ 
vision and radio, which have such 
tremendous circulation and impact, 
will be able to fulfill their roles 
in bringing the major candidates 
directly to the public. 
We believe that this would pro­ 
vide an enormous safeguard to our 
democracy; we share the basic be­ 
lief of our founding fathers that 
the citizen’s opportunity to know 
and to judge for himself at first 
hand will result in the best possible 
decisions in the polling booths. 
By making it possible, through 
major candidates to face each 
other and at the same time to 
face the American citizen directly 
In his own home, we will have 
taken a long step forward in 
strengthening* our d e m o c r a t i c 
processes. 


IN SHORT, the effect of Section 
315 is to stifle, rather than encour­ 
age, political discussion on radio 
and television during campaigns. 
It denies broadcasters their roles 
as members of the free press. 
One can well imagine that the 
g r e a t metropolitan newspapers 
would hesitate to print m a j o r 
speeches of major candidates or 
excerpts from press conferences, if 
by doing so the newspapers were 
thus obligated to print the speeches 
and comments of every minor can­ 
didate for the same office. 
For these reasons, CBS has pro­ 
posed that Congress modify Sec­ 
tion 315. In order that broadcast­ 
ers may better fulfill their func­ 
tion as electronic journalists in 
bringing facts, faces and informa­ 
tion to the public during political 
campaigns, we have suggested that 
Section 315 be amended so as to 
e x e m p t news, news interview, 
news documentary, panel discus-

E. R. Chandler, secretary of the 
Chamber af Commerce, reviewed 
the report of the Batelle Memorial 
Institute on the economic potential­ 
ities of the upper Ohio Valley at a 
luncheon meeting of the Kiwanis 
Club Thursday at the Travelers Ho­ 
tel. 
Chandler explained that the sur­ 
vey was made to “see what can 
be done with the potentialities we 
have.** 
The Upper Ohio Valley Develop­ 
ment Council engaged Batelle to 
make the survey at a cost of $12,- 
000 with the hope that the find­ 
ings would suggest action to exploit 
the opportunities. 
“It tells us a lot we already 
know, but should be reiterated, 
Chandler said.

“You don’t swallow the samples,” 
he said lou d and firmly and b u si­ 
nesslike. 
Well, hav ing b u sted any dreams 
of idealism an amateu r might har­ 
b or ab ou t the job , let’s go on to the 
seriou s prob lems. 
“The trend in American today is 
toward a light-b odied b lend ^ a t 
still retains character,” said Seid 
dry ly , standing in the middle of 
a small lab oratory crowded with 
700 b ottles of imprisoned spirits. 
“A b lend may hav e from 20 to 
30 different whiskies in it, and as 
the produ ct of each distillery may 
v ary with each new b atch, each 
mu st b e checked.

'The nose can detect more 
v ariety than the sense of taste. 
“Bu t I think flav or is important 
too. I like to test it b oth way s.” 
He takes ab ou t a tab lespoonfu l 
of whisky in his mou th, swishes it 
arou nd, then spits it ou t — and 
tastes the remnant as it ev apo­ 
rates. 
Fortu nately , Seid has to pu t his 
taste b u ds to commercial u se only 
a cou ple of times a week.

nip of bottled bounce now and then, 
ordinarily carefully spaced between 
breakfast and midnight. Other mil­ 
lions of Americans would, rather 
than profane their lips with liquor, 
choose instead to drink the same 
number of glasses of raw lye. Well, 
as the fellow says, that’s what 
makes this country great — dif­ 
ference of opinion. 
Wally Seid is the man in the 
middle. His task is to see that peo­ 
ple who do want liquor don’t get 
something that tastes like lye. 
There are maybe only a couple 
hundred guys in the whole United 
States who have the chore of sam­ 
ple testing whisky. The job, depend­ 
ing on a man’s prejudice, is neither 
as satisfying nor repulsive as a 
fellow might think. 
For one thing, it isn’t as much 
fun — if you’re the happy-go-lucky 
type — as being married to a girl 
who owns a liquor store and gave 
you a gold key to the front door 
as her dowry. It has more respon­ 
sibility. 
Seid, a youthful and scholarly 
looking assistant vice president of 
“21” Brands, Inc., who also over­ 
sees his firm’s production of do­ 
mestic whisky, made one point 
about 
whisky 
testing 
painfully 
clear. 
“You don’t swallow the samples,” 
he said loud and firmly and busi­ 
nesslike. 
Well, having busted any dreams 
of idealism an amateur might har­ 
bor about the job, let’s go on to the 
serious problems. 
“The trend in American today is 
toward a light-bodied blend that 
still retains character,” said Seid 
dryly, standing in the middle of 
a small laboratory crowded with 
700 bottles of imprisoned spirits. 
“A blend may have from 20 to 
30 different whiskies in it, and as 
the product of each distillery may 
vary with each new batch, each 
must be checked. The flavor of 
whisky from the same still will 
vary depending on whether the bar­ 
rel has been stored on an upper 
or lower floor of a warehouse.” 
About testing whiskies: 
“The real old-timers in Kentucky 
were satisfied with putting a few 
drops in the palms of their hands, 
rubbing them together and sniffing 
deeply. The nose can detect more 
variety than the sense of taste. 
“But I think flavor is important 
too. I like to test it both ways.” 
He takes about a tablespoonful 
(rf whisky in his mouth, swishes it 
around, then spits it out — and 
tastes the remnant as it evapo­ 
rates. 
Fortunately, Seid has to put his 
taste buds to commercial use only 
a couple of times a week. Other 
days he enjoys a highball with 
water.

Heat Yardstick Impossible, 
State Researchers Find 


COLUMBUS, Ohio UR—How hot;ideal for some wouldn’t be for 
does it have to g et before office others. So he couldn’t come up 
manag ers should let their work­ 
ers g o home to escape the heat? 
Can any one say that when the 
temperature hits a certain point 
that offices should lock up? 
Those questions were tossed at 
Dr. Ralph Dwork, state health di­ 
rector, about one y ear ag o. Dr. 
Dwork assig ned his aides to g ath­ 
er the best opinions on the sub­ 
ject. 
In J uly 19 54 Columbus exper­ 
ienced a long string of hot day s. 
Some office manag ers in the state 
office building let their workers g o 
home early on hot day s. When the 
clerks and stenog raphers and en­ 
g ineers and others who had to 
stay on the job found that out 
they didn’t like it. 
So Dr. Dwork was asked to sup­ 
ply a heat y ardstick. The requests 
also came from insurance compa­ 
nies. 
After g athering opinions from as 
many authorities as possible, Dr. 
Dwork came to. this conclusion: 
Hot weather doesn’t affect all 
people the same. What mig ht be 
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with a convenient y ardstick. 
“ The studies don’t support any 
criteria which is universally ap­ 
plicable,” the doctor said. “ ’There 
are too many variable factors. 
“ I can’t recommend when peo­ 
ple should be sent home. I think 
that executives should, with prc^ 
er discretion, decide each case on 
an Individual basis.” 
Heat is more than just hig h tem­ 
perature, Dr. Dwork points out, 
as the amount of heat a worker 
can stand without becoming un­ 
comfortable also depends on the 
humidity and air movement. 
The federal g overnment has a 
policy on dismissing workers on 
hot day s. When the thermometer 
soars to 9 5 deg rees and the hu­ 
midity is 55 per cent or hig her, 
workers can g o home. The same 
holds true if there is an equivalent 
ratio of temperature to humidity . 
But there is difference of opinion 
on what is equivalent. 
Temperature and humidity un­ 
comfortable for some would not 
be for others. Factors that make 
this so, Dr. Dwork say s, include 
whether a person likes his work, 
the state of his phy sical health, 
ty pe of clothing worn, whether the 
work he is doing is heavy or 
lig ht, and ag e and sex. 
If all workers were sent home 
when some of the older employ es 
were made uncomfortable by the 
heat, it wouldn’t be fair, the doc­ 
tor say s. Some of the y oung er per­ 
sons would take advantag e of the 
heat holiday to play g olf. 
“ If a person can play g olf, he 
probably could work at the same 
temperature,” 
say s 
the doctor. 
“ An older person with heart trou­ 
ble or instance, should be al­ 
lowed to g o home earlier.” 
Temperatures that are not too 
hot to be comfortable rang ed from 
72 deg rees to 8 5 deg rees, accord­ 
ing to various authorities consult­ 
ed in the test, with the humidity 
being taken into consideration. 
While J uly 19 55 was about as 
hot as one y ear earlier. Dr. Dwork 
say s he has received no requests 
this y ear on when workers should 
be able to g o home to escape the 
heat. 
“ May be those who suffered from 
the heat so much a y ear ag o de­ 
cided it would be smart to take 
their vacations in J uly and just 
aren’t around,” he opined.

WASHINGTON, IB — The Rus­ 
sians, rejecting President Eisen­ 
hower’s arms control plan, say 
they like their own better. Eisen­ 
hower will come up with another. 
What are the differences between 
the two countries on disarmament? 
They can be explained in terms 
of three ideas: 
1. For y ears the United States 
had insisted there could be no dis­ 
armament without complete inspec­ 
tion, meaning , in the case of the 
United States and Russia, that each 
would ag ree to teams of interna­ 
tional inspectors. 
In both countries these inspectors 
would have complete freedom to 
g o where they wished and check 
as they pleased to be sure neither 
side was cheating after ag reeing 
to disarm and particularly after 
ag reeing 
on 
abolishing 
atomic 
weapons. 
In that way only , the United 
States felt, could any country be 
sure it wasn’t being kidded into 
disarming itself while another g ot 
reâ dy to attack it. 
The Russians wouldn’t buy that 
idea. 'They wanted no foreig n in­ 
spectors poking around in Russia. 
There the matter stood for y ears, 
neither side y ielding . 
2. Last May 10 the Russians 
y ielded a bit — but not as far as 
the United States wanted. They 
said they would ag ree to teams of 
international inspectors being sta­ 
tioned in Russia, but their move­ 
ments would be limited. They could 
not have full freedom to check 
anjnvhere in Russia. They ’d be sta­ 
tioned at strateg ic points, like rail 
centers and airfields. 
This was the reasoning behind 
their offer: No g reat power nowa­ 
day s could prepare for war ag ainst 
another without vast movements 
of troops, planes and materials, all 
of which could be spotted by the 
inspectors at the airfields and rail 
centers. ’They could sound a warn­ 
ing . 
^ 
The Western Powers are suspi­ 
cious of this idea. A similar sy s­ 
tem was set up in Korea after 
the armistice there but in North 
Korea the Reds g ot around the 
ag reement by building new trans­ 
portation centers away from those 
under inspection. 
Nevertheless, since May 10 Ei­ 
senhower has indicated tiiat per­ 
haps 
the 
United 
States 
would 
settle for something less than the 
100 per cent foolproof sy stem pre­ 
viously insisted upon by this coun­ 
try . 
Why ? Perhaps because in the 
atomic ag e no inspection mig ht be 


100 per cent effective in detecting 
sneak manufacture of atomic weap­ 
ons. 
3. At his Geneva meeting with 
Russian Premier Bulg anin and the 
Premiers of Britain and France, 
Eisenhower proposed on J uly 21 a 
twofold plan as an example of 
this country ’s desire for disarma­ 
ment: the United States and Rus­ 
sia would (A) exchang e complete 
blueprints on tiieir military estab­ 
lishments and' (B) ag ree to let 
each other’s planes take aerial 
photog raphs inside their territories 
to check on military streng th. 
Thursday Bulg anin rejected Ei­ 
senhower’s proposal on the g rounds 
that the areas of the United States 
and Russia are so hug e either side 
could conceal any thing it wished. 
He said the Russians reg ard their 
May 10 idea as more realistic. 
Shortly afterwards at his news 
conference Eisenhower, apparently 
not disturbed by the Russian turn­ 
down, said the United States in­ 
tends to make some new proposals 
late this month. 
He has had Harold E. Stassen 
study ing the whole disarmament 
problem to bring it up to date and 
make new recommendations which 
probably will be different from 
those ttiis country had insisted 
upon for y ears. 
Eisenhower said this matter will 
take a lot of examination by a lot 
of experts.

Spot Inflation Warming Up

NEW YORK IB—In a business 
boom it’s hard to spot the point 
where soundness ends and ex cess 
beg ins. The ordinary man never 
notes inflation in its wind-up stag e. 
He becomes aware of it only alter 
it beans him with a rise in his 
cost of living . 
But the nation’s monetary lead­ 
ers think they ’ve spotted inflation 
warming up and are moving today 
to forestall its hurling a bean ball. 
That’s why they are boosting in­ 
terest rates, tig htening the supply 
of credit, taking some of the ex­ 
treme ease out of mortg ag es, and 
frowning on any tendency to run­ 
away speculation in the 
stock 
market. 
What 
the 
administration 
and 
banking leaders seem to fear isn’t 
price inflation, now showing up in 
industrial materials, but credit in­ 
flation. Times are g ood and if busi­ 
ness doesn’t cross the line where 
soundness ends and ex cess beg ins, 
times will stay that way . 
The Federal Reserve banks are 
raising the rates at which they ’ll 
lend money to member banks, and, 
at the same time are keeping a 
tig ht rein on the supply of money 
available for banks to lend to 
business.

Heat Yardstick Impossible, 
State Researchers Find

COLUMBUS, Ohio Ltt—How hot {ideal for some wouldn't be for 
does it have to get before office 
managers should let their work­ 
ers go home to escape the heat? 
Can anyone say that when the 
temperature hits a certain point 
that offices should lock up? 
Those questions were tossed at 
Dr. Ralph Dwork, state health di­ 
rector, about one year ago. Dr. 
Dwork assigned his aides to gath­ 
er the best opinions on the sub­ 
ject. 
In July 1954 Columbus exper­ 
ienced a long string of hot days. 
Some office managers in the state 
office building let their workers go 
home early on hot days. When the 
clerks and stenographers and en­ 
gineers and others who had to 
stay on the job found that out 
they didn’t like it. 
So Dr. Dwork was asked to sup­ 
ply a heat yardstick. The requests 
also came from insurance compa­ 
nies. 
After gathering opinions from as 
many authorities as possible, Dr. 
Dwork came to this conclusion: 
Hot weather doesn’t affect all 
people the same. What might be

The federal government has a 
policy on dismissing workers on 
hot days. When the thermometer 
soars to 95 degrees and the hu­ 
midity is 55 per cent or higher, 
workers can go home. The same 
holds true if there is an equivalent 
ratio of temperature to humidity. 
But there is difference of opinion 
on what is equivalent. 
Temperature and humidity un­ 
comfortable for some would not 
be for others. Factors that make 
this so, Dr. Dwork says, include 
whether a person likes his work, 
the state of his physical health, 
type of clothing worn, whether the 
work he is doing is heavy or 
light, and age and sex. 
If all workers were sent home 
when some of the older employes 
were made uncomfortable by the 
heat, it wouldn't be fair, the doc­ 
tor says. Some of the younger per­ 
sons would take advantage of the 
heat holiday to play golf. 
"If a person can play golf, he 
probably could work at the same 
temperature," 
says the doctor. 
"An older person with heart trou­ 
ble or instance, should be al­ 
lowed to go home earlier." 
Temperatures that are not too 
hot to be comfortable ranged from 
72 degrees to 85 degrees, accord­ 
ing to various authorities consult­ 
ed in the test, with the humidity 
being taken into consideration. 
While July 1955 was about as 
hot as one year earlier, Dr. Dwork 
says he has received no requests 
this year on when workers should 
be able to go home to escape the 
heat. 
"Maybe those who suffered from 
the heat so much a year ago de­ 
cided it would be smart to take 
their vacations in July and just 
aren't around," he opined.

WASHINGTON, lf) — The Rus­ 
sians, rejecting President Eisen­ 
hower’s arms control plan, say 
they like their own better.

I. For years the United States 
had insisted there could be no dis­ 
armament without complete inspec­ 
tion, meaning, in the case of the 
United States and Russia, that each 
would agree to teams of interna­ 
tional inspectors. 
In both countries these inspectors 
would have complete freedom to 
go where they wished and check 
as they pleased to be sure neither 
side was cheating after agreeing

In that way only, the United 
States felt, could any country be 
sure it wasn’t being kidded into 
disarming itself while another got 
ready to attack it. 
The Russians wouldn’t buy that 
idea. They wanted no foreign in­ 
spectors poking around in Russia. 
There the matter stood for years, 
neither side yielding. 
2. Last May IO the Russians 
yielded a bit — but not as far as 
the United States wanted. They 
said they would agree to teams of 
international inspectors being sta­ 
tioned in Russia, but their move­ 
ments would be limited. They could 
not have full freedom to check 
anywhere in Russia. They’d be sta­ 
tioned at strategic points, like rail 
centers and airfields. 
This was the reasoning behind 
their offer: No great power nowa­ 
days could prepare for war against 
another without vast movements 
of troops, planes and materials, all 
of which could be spotted by the 
inspectors at the airfields and rail 
centers. They could sound a warn­ 
ing. 
‘ 
The Western Powers are suspi­ 
cious of this idea. A similar sys­ 
tem was set up in Korea after 
the armistice there but in North 
Korea the Reds got around the 
agreement by building new trans­ 
portation centers away from those 
under inspection. 
Nevertheless, since May IO Ei­ 
senhower has indicated that per 
haps the United States 
would 
settle for something less than the 
IOO per cent foolproof system pre­ 
viously insisted upon by this coun­ 
try . 
Why? Perhaps because in the 
atomic age no inspection might be 


IOO per cent effective in detecting 
sneak manufacture of atomic weap­ 
ons. 
3. At his Geneva meeting with 
Russian Premier Bulganin and the 
Premiers of Britain and France 
Eisenhower proposed on July 21 a 
twofold plan as an example of 
this country’s desire for disarms 
ment: the United States and Rus­ 
sia would (A) exchange complete 
blueprints on their military estab­ 
lishments and' (B) agree to let 
each other’s planes take aeria 
photographs inside their territories 
to check on military strength. 
Thursday Bulganin rejected Ei­ 
senhower’s proposal on the grounds 
that the areas of the United States 
and Russia are so huge either side 
could conceal anything it wished. 
He said the Russians regard their 
May IO idea as more realistic. 
Shortly afterwards at his news 
conference Eisenhower, apparently 
not disturbed by the Russian turn­ 
down, said the United States in­ 
tends to make some new proposals 
late this month. 
He has had Harold E. Stassen 
studying the whole disarmament 
problem to bring it up to date and 
make new recommendations which 
probably will be different from 
those this country had insisted 
upon for years. 
Eisenhower said this matter will 
take a lot of examination by a lot 
of experts.

Lausche Says He’ll 
Decide Od Route 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (J)—Regard­ 
less of where the proposed Cincin- 
nati-Conneaut turnpike is routed, 
says 
Gov. 
Frank 
J. 
Lausche, 
someone will complain. 
“Where can I put it?” he asked 
following a four-hour hearing yes- 
' terday on whether to route a 39- 
mile section of the north - south 
road closer to Cleveland, or leave 
it east in Geauga County as origi­ 
nally planned. 
Lausche said he would announce 
a decision soon, but set no date. 
By law. the turnpike route is left 
up to him. He said he wished the 
Ohio Turnpike Commission “had 
helped me as it did three years 
ago” in making recommendations 
for the Northern Ohio Turnpike, 
scheduled for completion Oct. I. 
But C o m m i s s i o n Chairman 
James W. Shocknessy offered no 
recommendations. 
“I don’t want to know anything 
about this controversy,1* he said. 
“I’ve studiously avoided it.” 
Shocknessy added, however, the 
commission will “defend the line 
chosen by the governor.” 
At the hearing, Shocknessy testi­ 
fied, “the acquisition of right-of- 
way in Cuyahoga County would 
take a year longer than Geauga, 
independent of litigation.’* 
Some Cleveland interests want 
the 420-mile turnpike routed closer 
to their city. But two Cuyahoga 
County mayors, Clarence H. End- 
ress of Mayfield and Vincent M. 
Arnold of Oakwood said the near- 
Cleveland route may cut their vil­ 
lages in half. 
Other testimony came from Al­ 
bert S. Porter, Cuyahoga County 
engineer. He said 72 per cent of 
all people using the estimated 400- 
500 million dollar turnpike would 
either be coming from or going to 
Cleveland. 
Traffic engineer Russell Pas- 
sano, representing a New York 
firm, said he made studies of both 
routes. He concluded: the route 
through Cuyahoga County would 
yield about $1.25 a year for each 
dollar needed to pay off revenue 
bonds to finance construction; the 
Geauga County route would return 
$1.09 per bond payment dollar the 
first year of operation. 
Ed Donnelly of the J. E. Greiner 
Co., Baltimore, turnpike commis­ 
sion engineering consultants, said 
the Geauga route would cost $43,- 
830,000 to build as compared with 
$67,155,000 through Cuyahoga. 
Proctor Noyes, director of the 
Regional Planning Commission at 
Cleveland, said his staff favored 
a route close to that city, possibly 
making the turnpike a part of 
Cleveland’s freeway plan. 
But Shocknessy wanted to know 
if Clevelanders would be willing to 
pay t^lls to use the turnpike 
locally.

Northern Ohio 
CLEVELAND (B-A new rubber 
plant, which probably will cost 12 
to 15 million dollars, will be built 
in northern Ohio within the next 
year. 
Goodrich-Gulf Chemicals, Inc., 
owned jointly by the B. F. Good­ 
rich Co. and the Gulf Oil Corp., 
announced the plant would be 
built, but didn’t say how much it 
will cost.
